As the fright in a measure subsided, 
my body ached in uprotest against the 
strained position of the muscles; and 
then suddenly I forgot pain. 

I heard Jinks. "Comin' now. misscr, 
got rope, get up minute now—" finish- 
ing off with a long string of Aleutian, 
which, although incomprehensible, was 
very comforting. I could not see any- 
thing of him, except once in a while 
the top of his head. It occurred to 
me, however, that there was really 
nothing to prevent my turning my 
head on one side. This I did, very 
slowly and carefully, and at last, by 
dint of much straining of eyes, I was 
able to see Jinks away above me, and 
In a curiously inverted and distorted 
perspective, working madly to get the 
rope untangled.

By a curious coincidence just at this 
juncture the real Martin Guerre made 
his appearance on the scene. He show- 
ed the same marks on his face as those 
borne by the prisoner. The men were 
confronted ' with each other iu court. 
Even the four sisters, who till now had 
rlung to their belief iu the prisoner, 
confessed their mistake. The prisoner 
lost his nerve, confessed his crime and 
begged forgiveness. He was condemn- 
ed to death and executed. The real 
Martin was restored to his rights, 
Conrad Oak in New York Tribune.
